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Egypt’s mummies 
safe, expert says

LONDON None of the mummies in Cairo’s main ar- 
chaeological museum were damaged during a break-in 
last week but 70 other exhibits will need restoration, 
top Egyptian archaeologist Zahi Hawass said Sunday 

News reports during Egypt’s political unrest had 
quoted Hawass as saying that looters damaged two 
mummies, but in a BBC interview Sunday he said this 
was not the case. 

“They were not mummies, there were two skulls tak- 
en outside from the CT scan machine. Everything will 
go back to normal at Cairo Museum today” said Ha- 
wass, head of Egypt’s antiquities authority since 2002. 
He was made a cabinet minister last week. 

On his own website, Hawass said the 70 broken an- 
tiquities included a statue of the boy pharaoh KingTu- 
tankhamun on a panther and some later objects, all of 
which can be restored. 

Egypt’s pharaonic remains are a key part of its tour- 
ism industry and the unrest in Cairo had raised fears 
that the country could suffer the same loss of cultural 
heritage that occurred in Iraq in 2003 after the fall of 
Saddam Hussein. 

Egypt’s cultural treasures are now secure, Hawass 
said. “The Valley of the Kings is safe, the pyramids 
are safe, 24 museums are safe, the synagogues and the 
monasteries and the Muslim monuments are com- 
pletely safe,” he said. 


2 charged in college 
shooting death

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio Police have arrested and charged 
two men in connection with a shooting near the cam- 
pus of Youngstown State University 

According to Youngstown Police Chief Jimmy 
Hughes, the suspects were arrested by Cleveland EBI 
agents Sunday in Y)ungstown. Police were not releas- 
ing the names of the suspects as of press time. 

The men, both in their early 20s and residents of 
Youngstown, are each charged with one count of ag- 
gravated murder, one count of shooting into a home 
and II counts of felonious assault. 

Hughes said the shooting happened during a party 
early Sunday at an off-campus house at YSU. One per- 
son was killed and ii others, including six students, 
were hurt after two gunmen opened fire. 

At a Sunday news conference, YSU President Cyn- 
thia Anderson said, “This is one of these days every 
university president dreads. 

“I do want to express my deepest sympathies to the 
family of the student who died in this tragic violence.” 



Fast-food fallout 

Donations to anti-gay marriage group spark Chick-fil-A flap

An ongoing Chick-fil-A flap— which has gay rights groups 
blasting the restaurant chain for donating food to an anti-gay 
marriage group — may be a fleeting controversy for a privately 
held company that is more accustomed to fiercely loyal pa- 
trons and generally positive press coverage. 

But Lake Lambert, author of the book Spirituality Inc., said 
the flap may be a sign of more turbulence ahead for Chick-fil- 
A as it attempts to hold onto its conservative Christian busi- 
ness culture while expanding its chain beyond the Bible Belt. 

“If you have a faith-based corporate identity and you want 
to function in the national marketplace, you’re going to con- 
tinue to encounter resistance to those values because not 
everybody is going to share them,” Lambert said. “The only 
other option is some sort of secular identity and that’s not 
where Chick-fil-A is going.” 

Lambert said Chick-fil-A is the most visible example of an 
American corporation trying to foster a specifically Christian 
identity The company is privately held and family-run, mak- 
ing that task somewhat easier. 

Lambert said Chick-fil-A founder True tt Cathy signed what 
Cathy describes as a “covenant” with his children when they 
took over the company to help preserve its Christian DNA. 


EXPANSION 

Chick-fil-A has more than 1,500 locations and began moving 
beyond the Deep South in the past decade or so. Recently 
the company has expanded its number of restaurants in the 
Northeast, creating a more serious presence there. 


The current controversy erupted when some college cam- 
pus and gay rights groups blasted the restaurant chain for do- 
nating free food to a Pennsylvania organization opposed to 
gay marriage. 

The Human Rights Campaign, a major gay rights group, 
launched a letter writing campaign to the company while 
Indiana University South Bend went so far as to temporarily 
suspend Chick-fil-A service in its campus dining facilities. 

The fallout provoked Chick-fil-A president Dan Cathy 
to defend his company in a Eacebook video and in a written 
statement. 

“In recent weeks, we have been accused of being anti-gay” 
Cathy said in a written statement Jan. 29. “We have no agenda 
against anyone. 

“While my family and I believe in the Biblical definition 
of marriage,” the statement continued, “we love and respect 
anyone who disagrees.”

Was it supposed to say “Sox Bites”? 

No one is quite sure when the statue 
of Hall of Fame broadcaster Harry Ca- 
ray outside Wrigley Field was defaced. 

Even more elusive was what the 
graffiti tagger might have been trying 
to say 

Someone spray-painted the word 
“Sox” on the base, as well as a second, 
not-quite-intelligible word. 

A Tribune employee snapped a pic- 
ture of the vandalism Sunday after- 
noon. 

Cubs officials said they only learned 
of the defacement just before a Tri- 
bune reporter e-mailed inquiring 
about it at about 5:30 p.m. Sunday 

The Cubs responded by removing 
most of the white spray paint, a team 
spokesman said. Chicago police said 
they hadn’t received a report about the 
incident as of 6:30 p.m. 

The statue, one of the more popular 
points of interest at the historic ball- 
park, is no stranger to pranks. 

At least twice, pranksters hung dead 
goat carcasses on the statue. In No- 
vember, the statue was moved from 
its longtime spot at Addison and Shef- 
field to a less-traveled spot at Sheffield 
and Waveland. The relocation left a 
large ^shaped crack over the base of 
the statue. 




A year later, laid-off workers 
stni waiting for CTA’s call

One year ago, on a cold but otherwise unspec- 
tacular winter day the CTA cut bus and rail 
service and laid off more than 1,000 workers 
as part of reductions to eliminate a budget 
deficit. 

None of the service reductions has been 
restored, but because of attrition, more than 
half of the laid off workers were rehired in 
phases. 

Many in fact, were driving buses, operat- 
ing trains and digging out rail stations and bus 
stops last week when the worst blizzard in 
nearly 45 years pummeled the Chicago area, 
leaving behind lessons that transportation 


agencies can attempt to explain away at their 
own peril. 

CTA bus driver Richard Garrett wanted to 
help, but he is still waiting to get his job back. 
Laid off on Feb. 7, 2010, just two days before 
his 43rd birthday Garrett has had a rough 
ride. He hasn’t been able to find a job that pays 
more than his unemployment benefits, and he 
has fallen behind on most of his bills, he said. 
He and his wife, who is a dialysis patient, have 
gone a year without medical insurance. 

“I pride myself in doing a good job and trust 
me, I would have reported to work early dur- 
ing the blizzard,” Garrett, a five-year CTA 
veteran, said last week from his South Side 


home where space heaters and the kitchen 
stove are used for warmth because Garrett 
cannot afford to repair his furnace. 

Garrett has more seniority than many of 
the part-time bus drivers recalled to work at 
the CTA, but the transit agency maintains 
separate lists for full-time and part-time em- 
ployees. 

So far, 547 laid-off CTA workers have been 
recalled— 413 full-timers and 134 part-timers, 
the CTA said. Twelve laid-off full-timers and 
10 laid-off part-timers declined the recall of- 
fer, CTA spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said. 
The CTA plans to contact 14 laid-off employ- 
ees this week, she said. 


City returning

Mile 9 was for Sgt. Alan Haymaker, mile 
lo for Officer Thomas Wortham IV, mile ii 
for Officer Thor Soderberg, mde 12 for Of- 
ficer Michael Bailey and the last one for Of- 
ficer Michael Flisk, Jacobson said, his voice 
breaking with emotion. 

“Whenever you’re in trouble, you always 
count on another officer coming to your 
help,” he said. ‘At mile SVz, 1 was in a little 
bit of trouble so I called on these guys to get 
me through it— and they did.” 

Wearing a shirt emblazoned with the 
photos of the five officers who were killed 
on duty in 2010, Jacobson on Sunday ran 
the Surf City USA half marathon in Hun- 
tington Beach, Calif 

On his mind and on his back were Hay- 
maker, 56, who was killed in February when 
his squad car crashed while responding to 
a call of a burglary in progress; Wortham, 
30, who was shot and killed in May when a 
group of men tried to rob him of his motor- 
cycle outside his family home in Chatham; 
Soderberg, 43, who was killed in July after 
an assailant took his gun and shot him; Bai- 
ley, 62, who was shot to death in July outside 
his home while cleaning his car, in uniform 
after work, in what police have described as 
an attempted robbery; and Flisk, 46, who 
was gunned down and killed in November 
in an alley while collecting evidence at the 
scene of a burglary

Kinder, gentler 
Cheney softens 
Obama criticism 

□ SANTA BARBARA, Calif. After nearly two 
years of leading the Republican charge 
against President Obama, a kinder and gen- 
tler Dick Cheney is reining in some of his 
harshest criticisms of the White House. 

The former vice president, a frequent and 
sometimes brutal critic of Obama early in the 
president’s administration, has eased off his 
attacks recently and even offered occasional 
compliments. 

At a tribute to former President Ronald 
Reagan in California on Saturday Cheney 
said he saw “good news” in some of Obama’s 
recent steps on counterterrorism and he de- 
scribed the commitment of more U.S. troops 
in Afghanistan as “a plus.”

Trial starts for 2 hikers 


TEHRAN, IRAN Two Americans held 
in Iran for the last i8 months on sus- 
picion of espionage pleaded not guilty 
in court Sunday on the first day of their 
closed-door trial, state TV reported. 

Shane Bauer and Josh Fattal were ar- 
rested July 31, 2009, near Iran’s border with 
Iraq, along with a third American, Sarah 
Shourd, who was released on $500,000 bail 
in September and returned home. 

The trio say they were hiking in the 
mountains of northern Iraq and, if they 
crossed the unmarked border into Iran, it 
was by mistake. Under Iranian law, espio- 
nage can carry the death penalty 


BACKGROUND 

A trial date set for November was post- 
poned at the last minute due to the 
absence of Sarah Shourd, who has met 
President Obama and his Iranian counter- 
part, Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, in the U.S. 
since her release. 



State-run English language Press TV said 
the two men had appeared in court but that 
Shourd, who had been summoned, did not. 
All three pleaded not guilty of espionage 
and illegal entry. Press TV said. 

No date has been set for the trial to re- 
sume, it added. The proceedings were 


closed to the public and press. 

Later Sunday Press TV showed short 
footage of the two men in the courtroom, 
looking gaunt and worried. They appeared 
to be giving details of their travels in the 
Middle East. 

“I have been in Iraq and Kurdistan as a 
tourist with my fiancee, Sarah, Josh and our 
friend Sean,” Bauer said. 

The affair has compounded tension be- 
tween Tehran and Washington, which have 
had no diplomatic relations since the 1979 
Islamic Revolution and the subsequent 
storming of the U.S. embassy by revolution- 
ary students.

Seating fiasco strikes

ARLINGTON, Texas In the hours leading 
up to the Super Bowl on Sunday Cow- 
boys Stadium officials were dealing with 
a seating fiasco. 

Four hundred fans were not able to 
attend the game because a limited num- 
ber of sections in temporary seating ar- 
eas were not completed in time. 

Originally, 1,250 fans were affected, 
leaving game workers scrambling to re- 
locate them to similar or better seats. 
Alternate seating was found for 850 of 
those people, and the remaining 400 
were given a refund of $2,700, triple the 
face value of their tickets. 

People routinely pay far more than 
face value for their tickets on the sec- 
ondary market, leaving open the pos- 
sibility that some of those displaced 
might have lost a lot of money 


“The safety of fans attending the Su- 
per Bowl was paramount,” the NFL said 
in a statement. “We regret the situation 
and inconvenience that it may have 
caused. We will conduct a full review of 
this matter.” 

In the week leading up to the game. 
Cowboys owner Jerry Jones said he ex- 
pected to set a Super Bowl attendance 
record. He estimated there would be 
105,000 fans inside the stadium. The at- 
tendance record of 103,985 was set at the 
Rose Bowl for Super Bowl XIV in 1980 
between the Steelers and L.A. Rams. 

The affected seats were in the top 
corner sections of an upper deck be- 
hind one of the end zones. According to 
ESPN, the fans unable to sit there were 
relocated outside the stadium to the so- 
called Party Plaza to watch the game on 
video boards.

Remember when Rodgers opened the 
game at Soldier Field with throws of 
22 yards and 26 yards to receiver Greg 
Jennings? Well, he did it in the Super Bowl 
too, hitting Jennings for a 21-yard TD to 
give the Pack a 21-3 lead. Sorry to bring 
back the bad memories. 

» Like the Bears did late in the game against 
Green Bay, Pittsburgh rallied late in the first 
half when they were on the verge of being 
blown out. The Roethlisberger-to-Hines 
Ward touchdown closed the gap to 21-10.

» It was a fourth-quarter scoring binge, with Green Bay and Pittsburgh combining for 
18 points. The Bears-Green Bay game also finished with a flurry of scores for 21 fourth- 
quarter points. Each game also had third quarters dominated by the defense: The 
Bears and Packers scored zero points in the third; the Steelers and Packers just seven. 

» With Pittsburgh behind by six and with a chance to win, the Packers defense stepped 
up in the Super Bowl, forcing three straight Roethlisberger incompletions to give Green 
Bay the NFL title. The Bears also had a chance to tie or win with their last possession, 
but the Packers D sealed the win, intercepting Hanie at the 12-yard line. So close ... 


BEST. PLAY. EVER? 

Fox ran a season-long NCAA-style tourna- 
ment to find fans’ favorite play in NFL history. 
The winner? A touchdown pass from Green 
Bay’s Brett Favre to Antonio Freeman to win a 
“Monday Night Football’’ game in November 
2000. 

What made it so special? Minnesota’s Cris 
Dishman almost intercepted Favre’s pass, of 
course, but hobbled it. Freeman, who had 
fallen down, grabbed the ball as it fell to the 
ground. He got up, then ran for the win- 
ning touchdown in overtime. Just like they 
planned it. 


DENTING THE HALL 

It finally happened. Bears legend Richard 
Dent was voted into the football Hall of 
Fame during Super Bowl weekend. It was his 
eighth time being considered. Dent was part 
of the legendary, dominating defense that 
helped the Bears win the Super Bowl in 1986.

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What does Bulls’ loss mean? 

Warriors halt win streak 
by stopping Derrick Rose 

Any road trip that makes the Golden State War- 
riors’ defensive prowess a viable topic brings a 
plethora of unexpected possibilities into play 

What’s next? A healthy Greg Oden? A calm 
Jerry Sloan? An eventual Bulls first-round 
playoff exit? 

Granted, that’s a facetious take on what 
might eventually be viewed as a throwaway 
blip, a speed bump on the way to success. 

However, the Bulls’ 101-90 loss Saturday to 
the Warriors offered another example of an 
athletic team with defensive quickness on the 
perimeter that has vexed them. 

Derrick Rose has faced double-teaming 
all season, but the Warriors’ creative traps 
helped force Rose into a career-high nine 
turnovers. The Bobcats are 2-0 against the 
Bulls this season mostly because of their abil- 
ity to aggressively double-team Rose with 
athletic wing players. 

Though the Bulls have yet to face Atlanta, 
that’s another team that can offer this defen- 
sive look. 

All this should remind the Bulls how im- 
portant playoff positioning is for a team that, 
beyond Rose, can lack athleticism at times. If 
the playoffs started now, the Bulls would face 
the Knicks, a team that is 2-0 against them 
this season because they flooded the floor 
with shooters and played small and fast. 

Same goes for Portland, the Bulls’ oppo- 
nent Monday Dante Cunningham started at 
center for the Trail Blazers on Saturday be- 
cause coach Nate McMillan said he wanted 
a smaller, more athletic lineup. So the tests 
might continue. 

“We didn’t have the balance we would’ve 
liked,” coach Tom Thibodeau said of the 
Bulls’ loss. “Give them credit. They did a good 
job of denying the ball.” 

“They tried to get the ball out of Derrick’s 
hands, which is the smart thing because when 
he has the ball, other teams are in trouble,” 

Carlos Boozer said. “We have to do a better 
job of, when he does pass it, making the right 
play afterward.”

The last thing TV needs is another police proce- 
dural. Good, then, that “The Chicago Code” offers a 
whole lot more than car chases, drug busts and DNA 
evidence. 

Shawn Ryan— the man who supercharged the 
genre with “The Shield” and recently charmed it with 
the short-lived but well-loved “Terriers,” both on 
FX— heaps on piles of political intrigue, absorbing 
serialized storytelling and visual verve to elevate the 
series above standard broadcast network cop dramas. 

And by filming “Code” in familiar territory, 
Rockford native Ryan instantly solidifies his strong 
cast with one of TV’s most compelling characters, 
Chicago itself Monday’s series premiere takes us 
from a car chase under “E’ tracks to a crime scene 
near Buckingham Fountain in Grant Park to a West 
Side alley arrest to the fancy Loop office of a power- 
ful alderman. 

They’re all shot in a beautiful, big-screen movie 
style that helps makes “The Chicago Code” a fast- 
paced, captivating look at how things get done in the 
City of Big Shoulders. 

“Code” tells the story of Teresa Colvin, Chicago’s 
youngest and first female superintendent of police. 

As played by South Side native Jennifer Beals, Col- 
vin’s an intelligent, talented and ambitious woman 
who has made it her mission to get rid of deadweight 
in her department and to end corruption in city 


government. Setting her sights on influential but 
crooked Alderman Ronin Gibbons (Delroy Lindo), 
Colvin enlists the help of her former partner, detec- 
tive JarekWysocki (Jason Clarke), who now is part- 
nered with new detective Caleb Evers (Matt Lauria). 

All that sounds standard enough, as does the mxxr- 
der investigation we see in the premiere, but Ryan 
weaves his characters into a deep, fascinating web of 
favors, payoffs and schemes. There’s a certain way 
things get done in Chicago, and Ryan wants to show 
the nation. It’s an ambitious goal, and I applaud him 
for it. 

Gibbons certainly knows how to get things done 
and used his influence to get Colvin her job— with- 
out her knowledge and mostly because he thought 
she’d be easy to control. Still, he’s No. i on her hit 
list. Wysocki faces pressure from other detectives 
who see Colvin as a new boss bent on reforming the 
department — and possibly ending their cush gigs. 

I wasn’t sure how believable Beals would be as the 
leader of the Chicago Police Department, and it 
takes a few scenes for her to reveal that gravitas. But 
it’s there in spades by the time she faces a slouchy 
detective she reassigns to supervise “mops and 
brooms.” Her Colvin has some of the same steely 
resolve Helen Mirren brought to Jane Tennison 
in the “Prime Suspect” series. The always reliable 
Clarke is magnetic as the maverick Wysocki. But 


Lindo really owns the screen, playing Gibbons as 
a silky smooth operator with a brilliant mind for 
exploiting relationships in his favor. He’s riveting 
from his first scene. 

I do have a few small problems with “Code” which 
I’m sure will be worked out further into the 13-epi- 
sode run. 

I’m generally not a fan of voice-over narration, but 
Ryan gives the mic to various characters and most 
of the time, because they are so well-written. I’ve 
enjoyed it. But I’d hate to see him rely too heavily on 
it as a storytelling device. 

I’d like to see Lauria’s character get more screen 
time. He’s good, and I’m looking forward to the 
Caleb-Jarek relationship becoming a full partnership. 
As for a few other supporting characters, Wysocki’s 
niece, M>nda (Devin Kelley), and Vonda’s partner, 
Isaac Joiner (Todd Wiliams), don’t register as much 
more than standard beat cop fillers at this point. But 
that might be the fault of the strength of the other 
four characters I’ve mentioned. 

You may find Ryan’s love of the Windy City show- 
ing itself in rather “rah-rah” dialogue at times, like 
when Wysocki says invoice-over, “If there’s one thing 
Chicago knows, it’s how to punch back.” It’s a little 
blustery, sure, but that’s also the Chicago way And 
I’ll take it over another “CSI” or “L&O” or “NCIS” 
any day
